The  quiet  drive  from  New  Haven  to  Idlewild,  Frances  probably  thinking  of  the 
100-odd  plane  casualties  during  November.  . . The  first  sight  of  the  Boeing  Strato- 
cruiser, as  high  as  a five-story  building,  banished  all  fears.  . . The  take-off, 
Frances  waving  in  the  distance  (a  triple  impression)  . . . The  unscheduled  stop  at 
Gander,  Newfoundland,  due  to  a particularly  heavy  load  of  mail.  . . The  Big  Dipper, 
a fueling  stop  for  Scotch  and  soda,  and  change  in  Newfoundland  money  (no  1946 
five  cent  piece,  however).  . . The  congenial  passengers  including  Federal  Security 
Administrator  and  American  Consul  to  Weinheim.  . . Cocktails  before  dinner,  filet 
mignon  (prepared  on  board)  and  brandy  afterwards.  . . The  below  deck  lounge  and 
drinks  on  the  ‘house’  for  five  hours,  followed  by  breakfast.  . . The  majesty  of  a 
sunrise  (at  12,000  feet)  and  a sunset,  within  five  hours  due  to  time  changes.  . . 
The  fuel  stop  at  London  and  coffee?  at  two  pennies.  . . Circling  over  Rhine-Main 
Airfield  for  an  hour  due  to  fog.  Happens  almost  always  due  to  meeting  of  two 
rivers.  . . Arrival  at  airport,  and  initiation  to  the  ‘Achtung’  blaring  from  the  loud- 
speaker. . . The  gamut  of  inspections,  either  four  or  five,  on  landing  and  departure. 

. . . The  twelve  mile  ride  to  Frankfurt  most  of  it  on  the  famed  Autobahn.  . . 
Frankfurt — no  knowledge  of  the  German  language,  no  ‘facilities’  on  my  American 
passport,  no  usable  money  and  no  reservation  caused  a lump  in  my  throat.  . . 

A telephone  call  to  a civilian  occupation  friend  produced  an  invitation  to  stay 
with  him  that  night.  . . The  triple  hitch  in  street  cars  in  which  Americans  ride  free, 
and  ROUNDUP  #39  used  only  by  the  occupation  forces.  . . A taxi  to  the  Farben  Build- 
ing (headquarters  of  the  Occupation  Forces)  made  me  gulp  and  wince  at  the  almost 
total  destruction  of  the  city.  . . The  ‘Pater  Nostre’  continuous  box-type  elevators 
to  take  you  up  or  down  the  Farben  Bldg. — which  incidentally  covers  acres  of  ground, 
but  was  spared  by  the  Allies.  . . The  exhilaration  on  meeting  my  friend,  an  Ameri- 
can. . . The  ride  with  him  to  suburban  Hoechst  to  his  home — formerly  belonging  to 
a Farben  executive.  . . The  -wonderful  hospitality  shown  me  and  then  to  bed  after 
a continuous  48  hours  in  my  clothes.  . . Next  morning  the  drive  back  to  Frankfurt 
and  a daylight  view  of  the  bomb  damage,  even  in  the  suburbs.  . . The  business  man 
Katen  gets  to  work  making  plans  with  an  elaborate  use  of  the  ‘hand’  language.  . . 
While  these  plans  jelled,  a side  trip  to  Paris  to  ‘see  my  sister’  . . . My  first-class 
compartment  in  the  Wagon-Lits  or  Carrozza  con  Lette  . . . Paris  on  a Sunday 
morning  and  greeted  by  my  sister  waving  a Parisien  magazine,  a la  ‘Police  Gazette’ 
only  more  so.  . . For  three  days  I became  ’Katen,  le  petit  Plan  Marshalle.’  . . . 

usual  tourist  attractions  were  visited — Casino  de  Paree,  Follies  Bergere  and 
others  where  the  attraction  is  nakedness  from  here  * * * to  * * * here. 

My ’hotel,  The  Louvois,  must  have  been  first  class  because  it  had  another  toilet-type 
bowl,  the  purpose  of  which  I learned  later.  . . The  visit  to  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale 
and  the  thrill  of  being  shown  the  cabinets  and  collection  of  Louis  XIII.  . . The 
light  in  the  Cabinet  Secretary’s  eyes,  Jean  LaFaurie,  when  relating  that  not  one  coin 
was  taken  by  the  Germans  upon  evacuation. 

The  trip  in  the  Metro,  with  its  first  and  second  class.  . . The  dinner  atop 
Le  Tour  d’Argent,  a fabulous  eating  and  drinking  place.  . . The  barges  and  boats 


scooting  up  and  down  the  Seine  river  while  sipping  a fine  vintage.  . . The  walk 
along  the  Seine,  lined  on  both  sides  with  stalls  selling  everything  from  coins  to 
naughty  French  pictures.  . . The  heated  argument  over  the  price  of  a set  of  1 and  2 
franc  pieces  dated  1914  minted  at  C (Castleassarin)  . . . The  utter  finality  of  the 
vendor  saying  he  would  rather  cut  his  throat  than  reduce  the  price  (translation  by 
my  helpful  sister)  . . . The  ride  back  on  a glorified  two-decker  bus  with  an  open 
back  platform.  . . Another  round  of  spots  that  evening  including  Ciro’s  with  its  3 0 
or  40  violinists.  . . A night  cap  at  Harry’s  New  York  Bar  (Just  tell  the  cab-driver 
‘sank  reo  doe  noo’)  with  the  walls  and  mirror  behind  the  bar  papered  with  currency 
of  the  world.  . . Overhead  Dempsey’s  boxing  gloves  hang  from  the  ceiling  and  else- 
where may  be  seen  evidences  of  visits  by  other  famous  people.  . . Noted  among 
others  FDR  jr.,  Firpo,  Gehrig,  Sande,  Hemingway,  Duranty,  Gunther,  etc.  . . 

Discussion  of  numismatics  with  a learned  gentleman  who  later  I found  was  the  Vice- 
Consul  of  Hamburg.  . . Oh  yes,  in  between  I did  a little  coin  business. 

Another  first  class  compartment  on  the  Orient  Express  returning  to  Frankfurt. 

. . . Dinner  in  the  diner  with  a State  Department  courier.  . . A splendid  type 
American,  but  who  looks  far,  far  away  when  he  mentioned  he  had  lost  his  mother 
and  other  loved  ones  in  Newport,  R.  I.  during  the  New  England  Hurricane.  . . 

Dinner  including  a cocktail  and  a bottle  of  wine  at  5 00  francs  ($1.50)  was  really 
delicious.  . . In  my  friend’s  compartment  (his  bags  at  his  side)  and  over  a bottle 
of  brandy,  we  talked  for  two  hours.  . . Made  me  glad  the  State  Department  picks 
such  fine  men  to  ‘carry  the  mails,’  a really  dangerous  consignment  these  days.  . . 
Several  have  been  found  dead,  in  you  can  imagine  what  countries,  but  their  deaths 
were  pronounced  accidental,  even  though  their  mail  sacks  had  been  rifled.  . . 

Awakened  by  a cowbell  violently  swung  by  the  porter  and  told  Frankfurt  is  a half 
hour  away. 

Again  in  Frankfurt  and  search  for  a hotel  room,  the  only  hotel  not  ‘kaput’ 
being  the  Carleton,  used  by  the  American  occupation  but  barred  to  me  as  having 
‘no  facilities’  . . . Settled  in  the  Nationale  being  rebuilt  on  a new  site,  the  old 
hotel  completely  leveled.  . . Charged  almost  5 marks  (over  a dollar)  for  my  daily 
bath,  with  heat  (which  you  don’t  get)  at  40  pfennigs  daily.  . . My  introduction  to 
the  German  business  man  was  very  favorable,  I found  them  to  be  friendly  and  fair. 

. . . My  search  for  coins  takes  me  to  many  places  in  Frankfurt  and  the  outskirts. 

. . . The  one  ‘heart-stopping’  experience,  better  left  unsaid.  . . My  view  of  Gron- 
berg  Castle,  now  a spot  for  the  big  brass.  . . Visits  to  the  three  night  spots  with 
floor  shows  being  copied  from  Paris.  . . Coffee  as  a night  cap  in  the  French  Club 
(payment  in  francs  only)  brewed  in  front  of  you  on  the  bar,  a tinkling  violin  in  the 
distance.  . . A visit  to  a Dance  Marathon  which  was  over  when  we  arrived,  having 
lasted  only  5 days.  I seem  to  recall  we  had  the  craze  here  after  World  War  No.  1. 

. . . The  herculean  task  of  dove-tailing  a program  taking  in  three  cities,  Frankfurt, 
Berlin  and  Hamburg,  advertising,  advertising  schedules  and  plane  schedules  and  not 
knowing  German.  . . After  four  days  here  and  work  temporarily  ended,  flew  to 
Berlin. 

The  utter  ‘destruction  of  Berlin  around  Templehof  Airport.  . . The  compara- 
tively little  damage  to  the  Airport  itself,  the  finest  in  the  world.  . . Covered  landing 
strip  in  front  of  long  building,  stained  glass  windows  and  marble  interior — breath- 
taking and  magnificent.  . . The  friendliness  of  German  officials  when  one  of  my 
bags  arrived  with  a broken  handle.  . . During  the  two-hour  wait  for  a taxi  the 
exchange  of  pleasantries  with  two  officials  over  German  Cognac.  . . The  solicitation 
of  my  hotel  calling  the  airport  when  I didn’t  arrive  according  to  schedule.  . . The 
greeting  by  the  entire  staff  of  the  Hotel  Steinplatz,  formerly  one  of  Berlin’s  finest, 
now  reduced  to  3 0 makeshift  rooms  from  a previous  3 25.  . . Dinner  alone  in  the 
fine  dining  room  (Germans  do  not  eat  out  Sunday  nights)  surrounded  by  the  mana- 
ger, waiter  and  two  young  waiter-apprentices,  not  to  forget  to  mention  the  pianist 
playing  for  my  benefit  and  two  love-birds  above  the  piano,  and  oh  yes,  a bar-maid 
holding  down  the  service  bar.  . . Next  morning  the  short  walk  up  Uhlandstr.  to 
the  wide  Kurferstendamm,  one  of  the  principal  thoroughfares.  . . As  in  Frankfurt 
you  cannot  walk  a complete  block  without  detouring  to  the  street  to  pass  debris 
overflowing  from  the  bombed  buildings.  . The  feverish  tempo  of  building  con- 
struction, 2 4 four  hours  a day,  in  order  to  get  stores  open  for  some  of  the  Christmas 
trade.  . ’.  The  enterprising  printer  who  prepared  large  signs  for  these  stores  to  use 
proclaiming  NEW  OPENING.  . . The  abundance  of  everything  in  the  shop  windows, 
but  the  terrifically  high  prices  for  the  German  economy.  . . Being  accosted  (as  in 
Frankfurt)  by  men  and  women  offering  black  market  marks  or  cigarettes  (Half  of 
the  marks  will  be  counterfeit.)

Many,  many  thanks!  To  those  Nice  People  Who  Conducted  The  December  Auction 
Sale  held  the  day  after  my  departure  for  Europe.  To  Frances,  who  ‘bossed’  the 
works;  to  Albert  Dudley,  who  acted  as  Auctioneer;  to  Bob  Schneider  and  George 
Smith,  young  executives  of  the  Provident  Loan  Society  who  acted  as  tellers.  These 
two  men  have  just  finished  a six-months  basic  course  in  coin  evaluation  in  our  shop. 
Our  thanks  too,  to  the  Society  for  having  chosen  our  firm  for  their  entree  in  the 
coin  banking  business. 

Re  the  ANA  Situation.  Although  absent  from  our  office  23  days  in  December,  the 
necessary  holiday  interruptions,  our  January  Sale,  and  copy  for  our  February  (this 
Catalog)  Sale  has  tended  to  make  us  fall  behind  in  our  correspondence,  we  have 
nevertheless,  been  able  to  digest  all  letters  that  have  reached  us.  These  are 
pyramiding  monthly,  tfor  besides  letters,  we  are  now  receiving  notarized  documents 
and  statements  from  irate  ANA  members.  The  criticism  centers  on  three  personali- 
ties, namely,  the  Ex-President  of  the  ANA,  Mr.  Loyd  Gettys;  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
Lewis  A.  Reagan,  and  a coin  dealer. 

The  Window  of  any  organization  is  the  Secretary’s  post.  When  the  holder  of  this 
post  becomes  tired,  too  old  or  just  plain  ‘mad  at  the  world’ — when  all  the  plain  5 
bucks  a year  ‘joes’  are  all  out  of  step  but  him  (the  secretary) — then,  say  these 
letters,  it  is  time  for  that  individual  TO  RESIGN. 

IT  — WOULD  — GO  — A — LONG  — WAY  — TO  — RESTORE  — HARMONY  — 
IN  — THE  — ANA. 

A Meeting  could  follow  such  resignation  and  an  honest  attempt  made  to  correct 
many  of  the  “gripes”  now  plaguing  our  Association.  I am  sure  that  the  present 
Board  of  Governors  could  bring  about  such  a meeting.  ' I am  sure  that  the  three 
members  of  the  board  who  have  not  had  one  word  of  criticism  against  them  (ex- 
cepting to  act  as  rubber-stamps)  would  have  guts  to  demand  such  a meeting  — 
BUT — say  these  letters — only  after  the  second  of  the  trio  above  mentioned  is  out  of 
office. 

HOW  ABOUT  IT,  B.  of  G’s?  — YOUR  MEMBERSHIP  THINK  IT  FAIR! 

Mi’.  Lewis  A.  Reagan,  Secretary  of  the  A.N.A.  as  recently  as  several  months  ago 
wrote  to  a Pennsylvania  member  (who  had  written  him  with  reference  to  the 
‘Kapers’)  that  as  he  was  only  paying  $5.00  a year  and  if  he  didn’t  like  the  Asso- 
ciation he  could  resign.  In  another  letter  by  Mr.  Reagan  he  says  “Any  member, 
with  no  more  than  three  (or  five)  dollars  of  his  own  money  involved  who  feels 
inclined  to  make  such  a fuss  about  such  things  is  taking  himself  too  seriously.” 
Here  are  two  shining  examples  of  “inefficiency”  and  “complacency”  quoting  from 
letters  received  from  the  ANA  Committee  of  80.  And  this  committee  is  growing 
rapidly,  as  from  here  out  we  shall  not  name  the  locality  of  the  writer  of  any  letter 
to  us.  Mr.  Reagan  has  guessed  at  a number  of  the  writers — and  guessed  rightly — 
and  in  letters  to  them  has  berated  their  action  and  made  statements  about  yours 
truly.  We,  of  course,  expected  them.  All  we  can  say  at  this  point  is  to  advise  Mr. 
Reagan  to  read  the  left-hand  masthead  of  this  blurb  and  to  make  sure  his  state- 
ments are  in  the  same  vein. 

To  quote  further:  “In  listing  the  names  of  nominees  running  for  election  it  has 
always  been  the  custom  to  arrange  them  alphabetically.  On  page  421,  June  1947 
Numismatist  under  the  listing  of  candidates  for  President — Gettys  is  listed  ahead 
of  Douglas.  It  is  a well  known  fact  that  a name  heading  a list  has  a decided  ad- 
vantage as  same  is  usually  checked  by  those  who  do  not  know  the  candidates  and 
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hence  have  no  particular  choice.  This  advantage  is  well  known  to  politicians  who 
are  always  elated  when  their  party  is  listed  on  the  top  line  of  the  voting  machine. 
When  this  faulty  listing  was  called  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Reagan  he  blamed  same 
on  to  “the  farmer  of  a girl  working  for  me  who  doesn’t  know  what  it  is  all  about.” 
Yet,  in  one  of  his  letters  he  states  that  his  secretary  receives  a salary  of  $15  0.00 
per  month,  fair  pay,  I would  say,  for  a “farmer  girl.” 

On  the  same  page  referred  to  above  under  the  heading  of  First  Vice  President, 
Mitchell's  name  is  followed  by  the  word  “Accepted.”  On  page  4 72  of  the  July 
1947  Numismatist  following  Mitchell’s  name  is  the  word  “Declined.”  On  page  565, 
of  the  August  19  47  Numismatist  following  Ralph  Mitchell’s  name  is  the  following 
explanation  “this  nomination  was  incorrectly  listed  in  the  July  issue  as  ‘Declined.’ 
The  error  was  typographical  and  is  regretted.”  A typographer  is  a printer  and  a 
typographical  error  is  therefore  an  error  by  the  printer.  This,  I agree  is  possible 
but  it  could  also  have  been  done  to  gain  a purpose.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
the  damage  was  done  in  the  July  issue  and  the  correction  made  in  the  August  issue 
when  no  doubt  practically  all  of  the  ballots  had  been  sent  in  except  those  carried 
to  the  Convention  by  delegates.  It  is  true  that  an  offer  was  made  to  Mitchell  to  send 
a card  to  every  member  explaining  the  error  which  I am  told  he  declined,  but  this 
again  was  done  when  it  was  too  late  to  rectify  the  damage  done. 

Still  quoting:  Those  who  have  had  occasion  to  refer  extensively  to  the  19  48 
Numismatist  Membership  Directory  haAre  no  doubt  discovered  many  of  the  errors 
which  abound  from  cover  to  cover.  Some  names  listed  alphabetically  do  not  appear 
under  the  listing  by  city  and  state.  Some  listed  under  the  latter  are  not  listed 
under  the  former.  Names  of  members  have  been  omitted  in  the  membership  listing 
and  others  in  the  geographical  list.  (One  in  New  Haven  in  both  lists,  FJK)  In  the 
February  1949  issue  of  the  Numismatist  two-thirds  of  a page  corrects  but  a few  of 
the  many  inaccuracies.  Streets  are  on  occasions  misspelled.  As  a whole  the 
directory  looks  more  like  the  effort  of  a “farmer  girl”  than  the  work  of  a college 
professor. 

More  recently  (page  4 2,  January  195  0 Numismatist)  General  Secretary  was  obliged 
to  extend  his  apologies  to  six  members  who  had  been  reported  as  Deceased.  Five 
of  these  six  should  have  been  reported  as  Resigning  and  the  sixth  as  being  reinstated. 

Another  incident  in  which  the  General  Secretary  may  (or  may  not)  bear  the  respon- 
sibility is  the  issuance  of  a device  not  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws,  which  specifically 
states  that  a brief  biography  of  each  nominee  shall  be  published  in  the  Numismatist. 
This  device  was  the  printed  biography  of  nominees  with  their  ages  which  many 
believe  was  done  to  show  Mr.  Blake’s  advanced  age  (which  incidentally  was  over- 
stated), hoping  thereby  to  be  able  to  defeat  him.  Something  inexplainable  happened 
when  Mr.  Blake  serving  twenty  seven  years  received  2,373  votes  when  elected  (when 
the  votes  were  probably  not  all  counted)  in  194S  and  only  616  when  defeated  in 
the  last  election.  Note  on  page  6 71  October  19  48  Numismatist — Gettys  and  Reagan 
each  got  over  3 00  0 votes.  Sheldon,  Klein,  Blake  and  Hammer  all  approximately 
23  0 0.  Who  stopped  counting  votes? 

On  the  matter  of  the  proxy  vote  much  information  has  reached  me.  Mr.  Reagan 
appears  to  contradict  himself  in  his  statements.  In  one  he  says,  “Some  naturally 
took  it  for  granted  that  I was  intimating  a call  for  a proxy  vote  when  actually  none 
was  intended.”  A little  later  however,  he  says,  “I  did  threaten  to  call  for  a proxy 
vote.  In  Buffalo,  when  the  matter  of  the  presidential  medals  was  being  discussed. 
I was  in  favor  of  the  motion  to  award  a half  ounce  of  gold  to  any  living  ex-president 
. and  while  some  of  them  are  still  living.  Should  have  been  done  long  ago.  These 
men  served  the  Association  well,  gave  their  time  and  personal  funds  in  generous 
measure.  Each  time  one  of  these  medals  is  awarded  it  costs  every  member  of  the 
Association  about  three-tenths  of  one  cent.  That  is  not  too  high  a price  ...  or 
is  it?  I did  not  favor  the  striking  of  these  medals  in  bronze  for  general  distribution, 
as  had  been  proposed,  and  I had  no  hesitation  in  saying  so,  and  I could  (and  would) 
have  defeated  the  proposal  if  it  tyad  not  been  withdrawn.  I have  used  my  proxy 
power  at  various  other  times  but  not  in  an  open  meeting.  (Bold  type  ours.  FJK) 
Some  members  with  various  proposals  have  approached  me  privately  to  see  if  such 
proposals  would  have  my  support  or  opposition  if  presented  to  the  convention.  In 
many  cases  I have  told  them  that  I would  approve;  they  were  presented  and  passed 
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without  much  discussion  or  a proxy  vote.  In  other  cases  I have  had  to  say  that  I 
do  not  approve;  I told  them  why  and  they  agreed.  They  were  not  presented.  (Bold 
type  ours,  FJK) 

A contradiction  is  presented: — Previously  Mr.  Reagan  had  said,  . I have  no 

wish  to  act  for  any  considerable  number  of  members  without  knowing  specifically 
what  they  want.  I do  not  presume  to  know  that.” 

That’s  one  for  the  books!  ANA  members — youse  guys  with  only  5 bucks — read 
those  last  dozen  lines  or  so  over  again.  THINK  ABOUT  IT!  Perhaps  that  is 
why  one  member  in  a notarized  statement  said.  “The  exalted  Mr.  Reagan.” 

Here  is  your  opportunity  to  join  the  ANA  COMMITTEE  OF  80  and  get  in  on  the 
final  showdown.  Send  your  letters,  if  you  have  another  5 bucks  send  that  along 
too, — No  names,  No  localities — no  identities.  Money  used  for  postage  and  letter- 
head and  envelope  printing  only.  All  labor  in  addressing  10,000  past  and  present 
members,  any  expenses  in  connection  with  Katen  Koin  Kapers  plus  a cash  contribu- 
tion will  be  my  personal  ‘bit’  for  a clean  American  Numismatic  Association.  Mr. 
Blake  will  be  coaxed  in  holding  our  money  and  any  excess  can  go  to  the  March  of 
Dimes,  Heart  Fund  or  Damon  Runyon  Fund.
